Fought to the Death to Save Husband. 


John Roberts and his wife resisted 
a sheriff and his deputies in a fight 
near Prestonia, MoH one mile south 
of the Arkansas line, when the officer* 
attempted to arrest Roberts for killing 
Obe Kessinger, a neighbor. As a re­ 
sult the woman and Sheriff Mooney, 
of Baxter county, Ark., are probably 
niortally wounded and Roberts and 
two deputies are seriously hurt. 


Roberts went to Kessinger’s house 
and 
called 
Kessinger to the door. 
When Kessinger 
appeared 
Roberta 
fired and kiiled him, it is said. 
The 
cause of the 
deed has not been 
learned. 


Sheriff Mooney, with several depu- 
ties, started to arrest Roberts. 
Mrs. 
Roberts from a window told the offi­ 
cers to keep away, but the sheriffs 
continued to advance, and both she 
and her husband opened fire. 


Mooney was shot by the woman, it 
is said. His fall disconcerted the dep­ 
uties for a few minutes, and Roberts 
and his wife took advantage of this to 
barricade the house. 
They defended 
the 
buildings for hour# 
under fire. 
When the firing from within inaily 
ceased the door was broken, dowu. 
Mrs. Roberts, suffering from fourteen 
wounds, was dying, and no attempt 
was made to remove her to Jail. 


Four persons out of a party of seven 
in a launch were drowned in Long 
Island sound off Stratford point, Conn. 
The three survivors were rescued af 
ter having been in the water nearly 
two hours. 


The dead are: Frederick L. Roswell, 
Mrs, Roswell, his wife; Edward, a son, 
aged nine, and May, a daughter, aged 
seven.

The party left this city for a sail up 
the Housanonic river, and were home 
ward bound during the evening, when 
the launch ran upon the breakwater 
off Stratford point and began to pound 
to pieces. 


Roswell put his wife and two chil­ 
dren in the launch tender, together 
with Mrs. Parks, while Miss Adams 
and Gerbith were instructed to cling 
to the stern of the littieT boat. He then 
took his place in the boat and started 
to raw, as he thought, for the shore. 
He evidently lost his 
bearings and 
rowed out into the sound. 
Roswell 
rowed until exhausted, and then, in 
tending to let Gerbith take a turn at 
the oars, called to him to go around 
to the bow of the boat and to Miss 
Adams to get into the craft. At that 
moment a heavy wave struck the lit- 
tye boat and capsized it. 
The little 
Roswell boy sank at once, but the oth­ 
ers managed to get a hold on the boat. 
Then 
another 
heavy roller struck 
them and washed away the little girl 
and Mrs. Roswell. Soon Mr. Roswell’s 
strength gave out and he gradually 
slipped from the boat and went under 
The others kept up their cries for help 
As they drifted nearer the shore theii 
cries were heard and a rescue part} 
brought them ashore.

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept, 22.—Forest 
fires are raging in northern Wiscon­ 
sin and upper Michigan which threat 
en to wipe out several towns if rain 
does not come to quench the flames. 
In several places residents are report­ 
ed as having had to flee for their 
lives and at others trains are loaded 
with goods and people ready to flee 
to larger centers in the flames reach 
the critical stage. 


Conflicting, reports come from Fos 
ter City, Mich., one report stating that 
six persons lost their lives and that a 
large number of dwellings were do 
stroyed, and that the Morgan Lumber 
company’s plant is understood to have 
been burned. Mr. Morgan, of Oshkosh, 
however, when seen denied the report 
and says he has authoritative infor­ 
mation that the town is all right. 


The fires are in close proximity to 
several towns in Marinette and Me 
nominee counties, Niagara, Ingalls and 
Faithorn seeming to be in the greatest 
»lunger. 
Lac La Belle, north of Calu­ 
met, is surrounded except on the wa­ 
ter side by flames.

Streams Drying Up With 
Relief in Sight.

WIDE AREA BURNED OVER 


York, Pa., Sept 22.—The drought 
continues here, and streams are lower 
than they have been for 100 years. 
Big Conewago creek, which empties 
into the Susquehanna river near York 
Haven, is extremely shallow. There is 
no water passing over the dam at 
York Haven. Many fish are dying be­ 
cause of the stagnant water, whici 
collects in pools. The Red Lion Water 
company has notified patrons to ceare 
backyard sprinkling. 


Juniata River Sets Low Water Record, 


Lewistown, Pa., Sept. 22.—The Juni­ 
ata river is now two feet two inches 
lower than at any previous time in 
the memory of any one. 
Ther% has 
been no rain here since June 30. Th„ 
corn crop has shriveled up and there 
will be thousands of bushels of soft 
corn in the Juniata valley. Late pota­ 
toes are an utter failure. 


Collieries Close For Lack of Water. 
Mahanoy City, Pa., Sept. 22.—The 
Buck Mountain and Vulcan collieries 
of the Mill Creek Coal company, two 
of the largest operations in the Schuyl« 
kill field, shut down because of lack 
of water for the boilers. The mines 
will remain closed until the drought is 
broken. Fifteen hundred mine workeis 
are rendered idle. 


Fire Fighters Forced to Retreat. 
Lock Haven, Pa., Sept. 22.—Forest 
fires are still raging in this vicinLy. 
About 1500 acres of state lands have 
been buried over, while that of cor­ 
porations and individuals ‘aggregate 
between 20,000 and 30,000 acres. The 
loss cannot yet be determined, but it 
will be heavy. Fire again broke out on 
Nittany mountain, near here, and re­ 
quired a large force of men all day 
and night to subdue it. At Glen Union 
the fire became so threatening that 
volunteers were compelled to seek 
places of safety. 


Admits Starting Forest Flra. 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa„ Sept. 22. — Wil­ 
liam Harrison, of Higgles, near here, 
was arrested by the state police, and 
at a hearing was held in $500 bail for 
starting a forest fire. Che prisoner ad- 
mitted his guilt, but said he built thr 
fire to burn weeds on his farm. The 
fire started by Harrison has already 
caused a loss of thousands of dollars. 


Forest Firs Loss of $300,000. 


Pittsburg, Sept 22.—Reports receiv­ 
ed from Ashtola, near Johnstown, Pa., 
where a forest fire has been raging 
for several days, are to the effect that 
the fire is now under control. At Asa- 
tola 10,000.000 feet of logs were con­ 
sumed, and at Arrow* nearby, *,0u0,- 
000 feet were destroyed. The loss id 
estimated at about $300,000,

The fighting power of an American 
shows in the desperate battle of Fred 
Mills in the battle of Amlseglr in the 
recent war between Honduras and 
Nicaragua. 


John P. Poe, who once kicked a 
field goal for Princeton, winning the 
most sensational football game on re- 
cord, has just returned to Nevada 
from Honduras, where he served as 
captain In the Honduras army. About 
his own service he has little to say, 
but while in San Francisco on his 
way to Nevada he told the story of 
Mills, an American adventurer, re- 
cently of Goldfield, Nev., who with 
his back to an adobe wall held the 
whole Nlcaraguan army of invasion 
at bay and killed twenty-five of Presi- 
dent Zelaya's men before he was 
finally borne down by overwhelming 
numbers. 


The story comes from an officer 
in the Nlcaraguan forces who came 
in on the close of Mills' great fight. 


Mills belonged to that class of 
men who pioneer before the pioneers. 
His first great ancestor was Ulysses 
and his forbears harried the Spanish 
main. 
The spirit that lived in him 
and kept him up against that adobe 
wall when almost cut to pieces was 
what made a soldier of fortune of 
him. 
He drifted along the frontier 
of America from Nome to Panama, 
and no one ever cared to ask where 
he came from originally. 
As a man 
he was all there, and he was known 
for having a 
heavy 
hand 
when 
trouble 
arose. 
And that was 
enough. 
He passed all through the 
Alaska mining excitements and came 
from there to Nevada, but he did not 
have It in him to keep money, and 
he would not make the sacrifices 
necessary 
to 
accumulate it. At 
thirty he had some heavy seams in 
his face from hard living in hard 
parts of the world, but he had all 
the ease and grace of youth in his 
long thin 
figure. 
His strength lay 
chiefly in his arms^ and 
shoulders. 
He was thin in the hips and lank 
in the legs and hated to walk worse 
than a cowboy. 
From cold and trop- 
ic sun his face was bronzed perma- 
nently. 
With his black hair and 
very dark eyes he looked the part 
he played in the world. 
Above all 
things he was obviously an American 
and one who cut his way clean when 
he had anything to do. 


When there was a rumor of war 
in Central America, Mills, who was 
at that time in Goldfield. came to 
San Francisco and shipped on the 
first 
boat. 
He readily obtained a 
captaincy in the Honduran 
army, 
and in the upset state of affair^ just 
before the war broke out helped get 
the army into shape. 


« 


Then came the rumor that the 
Nlcaraguan troops were preparing to 
cross the Honduran frontier in the 
interior. 
Mills was detailed 
with 
a company of native soldiers to go 
out into the mountains where the 
Nicaraguans were expected to cross, 
and avoiding the main body of troops 
to pick up any sklrimshing 
parties 
he could find and learn the number 
of the Nicaraguans, 


At 
Amlseglr, a 
mountain town 
which the Nicaraguans were advanc- 
ing upon and were forced to occupy 
as a key to the position, Mills found 
himself the only man in the Hondu- 
ran forces v/ho realized what was at 
stake. He prepared to hold the place 
against all comers. 
• The town lies high up on the hills, 
with nothing but zigzag 
mountain 
trails leading''to it. They are the 
highways—caminos reales—of 
Hon- 
duras, though in any civilized coun- 
try they would be called goat paths. 


Mills realized that he could not 
be forced from the town by artillery, 
as it could only be moved against 
him on the backs of mules. 
He took 
up his position in an old graveyard, 
commanding the last angle of the 
road with thick adobe walls jutting 
out at a sharp angle over the hill- 
side. 


The value of this place for him 
lay not in the fact that these walls 
formed a first barrier against the 
enemy, but also that once he had got 
hjs handful of barefooted, 
hungry 
soldiery into the graveyard he was 
able to take up his stand at the gate- 
way, the only exit from the place, 
to keep his men from running away 
as the enemy approached. 
This was 
only accomplished after he had shot 
down one of his own men who tried 
to brush past him and had locked 
jthe iron gate, throwing the key over 
the wall. 
Seeing themselves 
trap- 
ped, his men, after one futile rush, 
which stretched two of them at his 
feit, recognized their 
master and 
manned their positions. 
Mills made 
them knock holes through the wall 
on the side commanding the trail, 
through which, had they been Ameri- 
cans, they could have kept off the 
enemy almost forever. 
What he had 
not reckoned with, though, was their 
propensity to blaze away all their 
ammunition regardless 
of whether 
-they are hitting anything or not. As 
soon as their 
fire 
slackened the 
Nlcaraguan general, with the help of 
a machine gun placed behind his men 
forced them up the steep hill. They 
outnumbered ^their foes ten to one. 
Swarming along thg trail, although 
the first ranks went down from the 
fire 
of the men behind the wall, 
tfcey managed to worm their way up 
to the graveyard. 
The 
shooting 
holes having become useless. Mills' 
men, trapped as they w.ere, spent 
their last ammunition firing blankly 
through the wall, while the Nlcara- 
guan soldiers replied with tenfold 
effect. 
The wail now looked like a 
sieve. 


When the last rush came and the 
Nicaraguans were scaling the wall 
from every side Mills, wuh his hand- 


ful of remaining men fell back Into 
one corner of the graveyard, near tho 
gateway. 
Just as he was rallying 
his men one of them smashed the 
lock to the graveyard and rushed out 
pell mell, leaving him alone to face 
the enemy. 


Mills might have followed them, 
but his fighting blood was up. 
With 
one last^ shot at his own men he 
turned to face the whole Nlcaraguan 
army, which by that time was swarm- 
ing into the graveyard from all sides. 
Finding only one man, they rushed 
at him with a yell. 
Mills' auto- 
matic revolver for a few brief min- 
utes kept the horde at bay. 
He made 
furrows in the Nlcaraguan forces at 
every shot with his quick-firing au- 
tomatic. 
For a moment the Nicara- 
guans fell back before the deadly 
aim of the American, leaving the vic- 
tims of his marksmanship groveling 
among the gravestones. 


In the heat of the next rush a 
random shot fired through the wall 
behind Mills' back 
penetrated hia 
body and for the moment brought 
him to his knees. 
Tiîe Nicaraguans, 
who had not been able to hit him in 
the first rush, closed in with their 
machetes. 
Mills fired his last shot 
while still on his knees. 
His right 
arm dropped as he was reversing the 
pistol to use it as a club. A bullet 
had shattered hl.s wrist. • 


With his left hand he drew his 
sabre and leaned back against the 
wall. 
Weak from loss of blood as 
he was, he still managed to run his 
sword through three of the men clos- 
ing in upon him. 


While his sword wa^ still caught 
'in the body of one man 
another 
jumped for his throat, but Mills held 
him off with the elbov/ of his shat- 
tered arm. 
At this moment a big 
Nlcaraguan negro who had climbed 
the wall behind Mills leaped down 
behind him. 
They both went down 
In a heap. 
Mills took advantage of 
the deadly embrace in which 
they 
were locked to use the negro's body 
as a shield. 
Such was the fury of 
his foe that they hacked the body 
of their own comrade to pieces in 
their 
efforts to get at the hated 
gringo. 


Hlsing with the body of the negro 
held in front of him, Mills tottered 
blindly to the nearest 
gravestone, 
and there made his last stand. With 
his bloody sword drawing a dead line 
about him he lasted a full minute 
longer. 
He stood 
his full height 
head and shoulders above his ene- 
mies. 
With his long reach he was 
able to keep them at a distance, but 
he was a mark in the crowd to the 
fellows on the wall. 


Chips from the gravestone flew 
about him, then suddenly a bullet 
struck, him square between the eyes 
and he pitched forward 
his full 
length. 
Even as he fell his enemies 
jumped back. 
About the dead body 
of Fred Mills lay the bodies of twen- 
ty-five soldiers whom he had slain 
in the uneven conflict.

that they would give to a generalissi- 
mo of their ov.'n forces. 


When the last three volleys v;ere 
fired • over his grave 
they placed 
over him the gravestone by which 
he had fought alid fallen, and rude- 
ly scrawled on it with a sword an 
American flag.—San Francisco Call.

Fred Mills, American and Tighter. 


The fighting power of an American 
shows in the desperate battle of Fred 
Mills in the battle of Amisegir in the 
recent war between Honduras and 
Nicaragua. 


John P. Poe, who once kicked a 
field goal for Princeton* winning the 
most sensational football game on re­ 
cord, has just returned to Nevada 
from Honduras, where he served as 
captain in the Honduras army. About 
his own service he has little to say, 
but while in San Francisco on his 
way to Nevada he told the story of 
Mills, an American adventurer, re­ 
cently of Goldfield, Nev,, who with 
his back to an adobe wall held the 
whole Nicaraguan army of invasion 
at bay and killed twenty-five of Presi­ 
dent Zelaya’s men before he was 
finally borne down by overwhelming 
numbers. 


The story comes from an officer 
in the Nicaraguan forces who came 
in on the close of Mills' great fight. 


Mills belonged to that class of 
men who pioneer before the pioneers. 
His first great ancestor was Ulysses 
and his forbears harried the Spanish 
main. 
The spirit that lived in him 
and kept him up against that adobe 
wall when almost cut to pieces was 
what made a soldier of fortune of 
him. 
He drifted along the frontier 
of America from Nome to Panama, 
and no one ever cared to ask where 
he came from originally. 
As a man 
he was all there, and he was known 
for having 
a 
heavy 
hand 
when 
trouble 
arose. 
And 
that 
was 
enough. 
He passed all through the 
Alaska mining excitements and came 
from there to Nevada, but he did not 
have it in him to keep money, and 
he would not make the sacrifices 
necessary 
to 
accumulate it. 
At 
thirty he had some heavy seams in 
his face from hard living in hard 
parts of the world, but lie had all 
the ease and grace of youth in his 
long thin figure. 
His strength lay 
chiefly in his arms^ and shoulders. 
He was thin in the hips and lank 
in the legs and hated to walk worse 
than a cowboy. 
From cold and trop­ 
ic sun his face was bronzed perma­ 
nently. 
With his black lialr and 
very dark eyes he looked the part 
he played in the world. 
Above all 
things he was obviously an American 
and one who cut his way clean when 
he had anything to do. 


When there was a rumor of war 
in Central America, Mills, who was 
at that time in Goldfield, came to 
San Francisco and shipped on the 
first boat. 
He readily obtained a 
captaincy in the Honduran 
army, 
and in the upset state of affair!? just 
before the war broke out helped get 
the army into shape. 


m 


Then came the rumor that the 
Nicaraguan troops were preparing to 
cross the Honduran frontier in the 
interior. 
Mills was detailed with 
a company of native soldiers to go 
out into the mountains where the 
Nicaraguans were expected to cross, 
and avoiding the main body of troops 
to pick up any skirimshing parties 
he could find and learn the number 
of the Nicaraguans. 


At 
Amisegir, a 
mountain town 
which the Nicaraguans were advanc­ 
ing upon and were forced to occupy 
as a key to the position, Mills found 
himself the only man in the Hondu­ 
ran forces who realized what was at 
stake. He prepared to hold the place 
against all comers. 
* The town lies high up on the hills, 
with nothing but zigzag mountain 
trails leading''to it. 
They are the 
highways— caminos reales— of Hon­ 
duras, though in any civilized coun­ 
try they would be called goat paths. 


Mills realized that he could not 
be forced from the town by artillery, 
as it could only be moved against 
him on the backs of mules. 
He took 
up his position in an old graveyard, 
commanding the last angle of the 
road with thick adobe walls jutting 
out at a sharp angle over the hill­ 
side. 


The value of this place for him 
lay not in the fact that these walls 
formed a first barrier against the 
enemy, but also that once he had got 
hjs handful of barefooted, hungry 
soldiery into the graveyard he was 
able to take up his stand at the gate­ 
way, the only exit from the place, 
to keep his men from running away 
as the enemy approached. 
This was 
only accomplished after he had shot 
down one of his own men who tried 
to brush past him and had locked 
¿he iron gate, throwing the key over 
the wall. 
Seeing themselves trap­ 
ped, his men, after one futile rush, 
which stretched two of them at his 
teit, recognized their 
master 
and 
manned their positions. 
Mills made 
them knock holes through the wall 
on the side commanding the trail, 
through which, had they been Ameri­ 
cans, they could have kept off the 
enemy almost forever. 
What he had 
not reckoned with, though, was their 
propensity to blaze away all their 
ammunition regardless 
of whether 
■they are hitting anything or not. 
As 
soon as 
their fire 
slackened the 
Nicaraguan general, with the help of 
a machine gun placed behind Jiis men 
forced them up the steep hill. They 
outnumbered #their foes ten to one. 
Swarming along the trail, although 
the first ranks went down from the 
fire of the men behind the wall, 
tfcey managed to worm their way up 
to the 
graveyard. 
The shooting 
holes having become useless, Mills* 
men, trapped as they w.ere, spent 
their last ammunition firing blankly 
through the wail, while the Nicara­ 
guan soldiers replied with tenfold 
effect. 
The wail now looked like a 
sieve. 


When the last rush came and the 
Nicaraguans were scaling the wall 
from every side Mills, wuh his hand­ 


ful of remaining men fell back into 
one corner of the graveyard, near tho 
gateway. 
Just as he was rallying 
his men one of them smashed the 
lock to the graveyard and rushed out 
pell mell, leaving him alone to face 
the enemy. 


Mills might have followed them, 
but Ills fighting blood was up. 
With 
one lastx shot at his own men he 
turned to face the whole Nicaraguan 
army, which by that time was swarm­ 
ing into the graveyard from all sides. 
Finding only one man, they rushed 
at him with 
a yell. 
Mills' auto­ 
matic revolver for a few brief min­ 
utes kept the horde at bay. He made 
furrows in the Nicaraguan forces at 
every shot with his quick-firing au­ 
tomatic. 
For a moment the Nicara­ 
guans fell back before the deadly 
aim of the American, leaving the vic­ 
tims of his marksmanship groveling 
among the gravestones. 


In the heat of the next rush a 
random shot fired through the wall 
behind Mills' back 
penetrated 
his 
body and for the moment brought 
him to his knees. 
Tiie Nicaraguans, 
who had not been able to hit him in 
the first rush, closed in with their 
machetes. 
Mills fired his last shot 
while still oil his knees. 
His right 
arm dropped as he was reversing the 
pistol to use it as a club. 
A bullet 
had shattered his wrist, * 


With his left hand he drew his 
sabre and leaned back against the 
wall. 
Weak from loss of blood as 
he was, he still managed to run his 
sword through three of the men clos­ 
ing in upon him. 


While his sword was still caught 
'in the body of one man another 
jumped for his throat, but Mills held 
him off with the elbow of his shat­ 
tered arm. 
At this moment a big 
Nicaraguan negro who had climbed 
the wall behind Mills leaped down 
behind him. 
They both went down 
in a heap. 
Mills took advantage of 
the deadly embrace In which they 
were locked to use the negro’s body 
as a shield. 
Such was the fury of 
his foe that they hacked the body 
of their own comrade to pieces in 
their efforts to 
get at the hated 
gringo. 


Rising with the body of the negro 
held in front of him, Mills tottered 
blindly to the nearest gravestone, 
and there made his last stand. With 
his bloody sword drawing a dead line 
about him he lasted a full minute 
longer. 
He stood 
his full heightl 
head and shoulders above his ene­ 
mies. 
With his long reach he was 
able to keep them at a distance, but 
he was a mark in the crowd to the 
fellows on the wall. 


Chips from the 
gravestone flew 
about him, then suddenly a bullet 
struck, him square between the eyes 
and he 
pitched forward 
his full 
length. 
Even as he fell his enemies 
jumped back. 
About tho dead body 
of Fred Mills lay the bodies of twen­ 
ty-five soldiers whom he had slain 
in the uneven conflict. 


The Nicaraguan officer who tells 
the story .says that the American’s 
body had eighteen bullet -wounds,, 
and it was a marvel to the whole' 
army how he had lasted so long. 


The 
Nicaraguans 
were so pro­ 
foundly impressed that, though they 
did not know the stranger's rank, 
they gave him the honorable burial 
that they would give to a generalissi­ 
mo of their own forces. 


When the last three volleys were 
fired • over 
his 
grave 
they placed 
over him the gravestone by which 
he had fought and fallen, and rude­ 
ly scrawled on it with a sword an 
American flag.— San Francisco Call.

The Period from 1885 to 1900 One of 
Hopeful Experimenting. 


The period from 1885 to 19Q0 was 
one of unexampled activity in aeron- 
autics, and 
for a time there 
was 
high hope that the age of flying was 
at hand. 
But Maxim, after spending 
$100,000, abandoned the 
work; 
the 
Ader machine, built at the expense 
of the French government, was a fail- 
ure; Lilientlial and Pilcher v ere kill- 
ed In experiments, and Chanute and 
many others, from one cause or an- 
other, 
had 
relaxed 
their 
efforts, 
though it subsequently became known 
that Prof. Langley was still secretly 
at work on a machine for the United 
States government.-" The public, dis- 
couraged by the failures and trage- 
dies just witnessed, considered 
flight 
beyond the reach 'of man, and classed 
its adherents with the 
inventors of 
pei'petuai 
motion. 


We began our active 
experiments 
at the close of this period, in October, 
1900, at Kitty Hawk, N. C. 
Our ma- 
chine was designed to be flown as a 
kite, with a man on board, in winds 
of from 
fifteen 
to twenty miles an 
hour. 
But, upon'trial. It was found 
that much stronger winds were re- 
quired to lift it. 
Suitable winds not 
being plentiful, we found it nccessary 
in order to test the new 
balancing 
system -to fiy the machine as a kite, 
without a man on board, operating 
the lovers through cords from 
the 
ground. 
This did not give the prac- 
tice anticipated, but It inspired con- 
fidence In the new system of balance.

A C TIVITY IN AERONAUTICS 


The Period from 1885 to 1900 One of 


Hopeful Experimenting. 


The period from 1885 to 19Q0 was 
one of unexampled activity in aeron­ 
autics, and 
for a time there 
was 
high hope that the age of flying was 
at hand. 
But Maxim, after spending 
$100,000, abandoned the 
work; the 
Ader machine, built at the expense 
of the French government, was a fail­ 
ure; Lilientlial and Pilcher v ere kill­ 
ed in experiments, and Chanute and 
many others, from one cause or an­ 
other, 
had 
relaxed 
their 
efforts, 
though it subsequently became known 
that Prof. Langley was still secretly 
at work on a machine for the United 
States government.“* The public, dis­ 
couraged by the failures and trage­ 
dies just witnessed, considered flight 
beyond the reach of man, and classed 
its adherents with the 
inventors of 
peypetuai motion. 


We began our active experiments 
at the close of this period, in October, 
1900, at Kitty Hawk, N. C. 
Our ma­ 
chine was designed to be flown as a 
kite, with a man on board, In winds 
of from fifteen to twenty miles an 
hour. 
But, upon 'trial, it was found 
that much stronger winds were re­ 
quired to lift it. 
Suitable winds not 
being plentiful, we found it necessary 
in order to test the new balancing 
system *lo fiy the machine as a kite,| 
without a man on board, operating 
the levers through cords from 
the 
ground. 
This did not give the prac­ 
tice anticipated, but it inspired con­ 
fidence in the new system of balance. 
—September Century.

did and the operator finding Br'er 
Bruin in no humor to make friends, 
took to the loft of his station until 
a train crew sent to investigate the 
absence of telegraph signals from 
Juniper discovered the cause.

been killed 
Operator Fitzgerald resumed his sta­ 
tion at the Juniper key and remained 
there until relieved at 4 p. m. to-day.

If the sample is butter ilia 
curd will have settled, leaving the 
fat perfectly clear, while if it is a 
substitute the fat is cloudy or milky. 


CARE OF BLANKETS. 


Many good housewives do not care 
to risk the laundering of their fine 
woolen blankets to their servants, 
and a word might help at this season 
from a good housewife, who always 
takes this task upon herself. 
Sho 
first shaves a half bar of yellow soap 
and pours this into a pint of boiling 
water; she stirs this until it becomes 
like a thick jelly: and pours it into 
three buckets of lukewarm water. 
Into this she puts the blankets and 
washes thoroughly. She does not rub 
soap on the blankets. She puts them 
through a wringer and in another tub 
of clear, lukewarm water, then keeps 
on rinsing in clear water until every 
particle of soap is removed and hangs' 
on line in hot sun, taking care to 
hang them perfectly straight. 
She 
leaves them in the sun for several 
hours until perfectly dry, then puts 
them out the next day if necessary.— 
American Cultivator.

The lUlle food Ave had 
we had kept for the sick girl, and 
Bhe did not even know we had lost 
our supply. 


The last three days had taxed our 


to rub her soft wool on my kneftj 
she was far too weak to climb up on 
my lap now.

in my face, as If to ask why we wer« 
suffering so, tho horror of my silence,

came upon me, and to escape the rush 
of blood to my head, I walked from 
the lire, and out into the night and 
snow.

Good plumbers ^ro now said to go 
to Chile Avhen they flie, says Harper's 
Weekly.

of the cities put in complete water 
and sewerage systems. 
This means 
greatly Increased demand 
for all 
plumbers' 
supplies. 
Heretofore 
the 
demand for this class of goods has 
been limited to Valparaiso and Santi- 
ago. while from noAV on It will bo 
much more general, and the demand 
should soon be doubled. 


So far the United States has been 
supplying only a comparatively small 
part of this huslness. and Avhlle Am- 
erican-made goods are Avell received, 
Ihe trade has not been properly ex- 
ploited. 
The United Slates supplied 
in 190G only about 3 per cent, of the 
load pipe Imported, 
Avhich 
in 
all 
amounted to $24.577. U. 'S. currency; 
while of the bath supplies Ave furn- 
ished about 51 per cent, of the $21,180 
Avorth. 
The other accessories of the 
plumbing business largely came from 
Europe. England taking the lead In 
such articles as'brass tubing, valves, 
faucets, etc.

confident statement made by Dr. Les- 
lie L. Lumsden, Passed Assistant Sur- 
geon-General.

vent the spread of typhoid infection 
in the milk supply of cities.

ough supervision may be exercised, 
efforts to prevent the infection reach- 
ing the milk may be attempted,"

government 
has just directed that a large number 
of the cities put in complete water 
and Bewerage systems. 
This means 
a greatly increased demand for all 
plumbers* supplies. 
Heretofore the 
demand for this class of goods has 
been limited to Valparaiso and Santi­ 
ago, while from now on it will be 
much more general, and the demand 
should soon be doubled. 


So far the United States has been 
supplying only a comparatively small 
part of this 'business, and while Am­ 
erican-made goods are well received, 
the trade has not been properly ex­ 
ploited. 
The United States supplied 
Mn 190G only about 3 per cent, of the 
lead pipe imported, which 
in 
all 
amounted to $24,577, U. -S. currency; 
while of the bath supplies we furn* 
ished about 51 per cent, of the $21,180 
worth. 
The other accessories of the 
plumbing business largely came from 
Europe, England taking the lead in 
such articles as'brass tubing, valves, 
faucets, etc.

An unusual incident occurred at 
Clark's Corners, two miles north of 
Cones\is Lake, when this week’s elec­ 
trical storm passed over the place. 
The barn on the Bartlett farm was

ever to him, but as soon as he touch­ 
ed his whip to them they responded. 
An examination showed the animals 
had had their eardrums broken by the 
crash.

Surgeon-General W alter Wyman, 
of the Public Health Service, recently 
submitted to Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Cortelyou a “ Report on Milk In 
Its Relation to Public H e a lth /1 


The report is the result of an in­ 
vestigation 
ordered 
by 
President 
Roosevelt and conducted by Federal 
experts, under the direction of Pro­ 
fessor M. J. Rosenau, of the hygienlo 
laboratory. 


Dr, Wyman declares th at the ideal 
milk drawn from acow with a healthy 
udder and preserved from contamin­ 
ation Is not. the milk of commerce, 
and he cites the fact th at samples of 
m arket milk in New York showed 
35,200,000 bacteria to th e cubic cen­ 
timetre; London, 31,888,000; W ash­ 
ington, 22,134,000, and he calls at­ 
tention to the evidence presented in 
the report which is given as proof 
th at 500 epidemics of typhoid fever, 
scarlet 
fever 
and diphtheria were 
caused by infected milk. 
He also re­ 
fers to the evidence adduced that 
eleven per cent, of the samples of 
W ashington milk contained tubercle 
germs. 


“ Dr. Mohler points out th at prob­ 
ably the most im portant disease of 
cows from the standpoint of public 
health is tuberculosis,“ says Dr. Wy­ 
man. “ He insists that all milk should 
come 
from either non-tuberculosis 
cattle or be subjected to pasteuriza­ 
tion. 


“ While pasteurization is not the 
ideal to be sought, practically it is 
forced upon us by present conditions. 
It prevents much sickness and saves 
many lives— facts which justify its 
use under proper conditions. 


“It is recommended that in large 
communities at least pasteurization 
should be under the direct supervis­ 
ion of the health authorities. 


“References will be 
observed to 
the 
achievements 
of 
Mr. 
Nathan 
Straus in promoting the use of clean 
pasteurized milk for infants and the 
establishment of infants' milk depots 
both 
in 
the 
United 
States 
and 
abroad.“ 


The report contains an amazing ar­ 
ray of evidence of the responsibility 
of infected milk for epidemics of ty­ 
phoid fever, scarlet fever and diph­ 
theria. 
Passed Assistant Surgeon 
General John W. Trask has tabulated 
the data of 500 epidemics th at were 
definitely traced to the milk supplies, 
including 317 typhoid epidemics, 125 
scarlet fever, fifty-one diphtheria and 
seven of pseudo-diphtheria, or epi 
demic sore throat. 


That raw milk 
may 
be readily 
robbed of its infective power is the 
confident statem ent made by Dr. Les 
lie L. Lumsden, Passed Assistant Sur­ 
geon-General. 
He 
says: 
“The de­ 
struction of infection in milk at the 
present time seems to be the cheap­ 
est and most practical’method to pre­ 
vent the spread of typhoid infection 
in the milk supply of cities. 
In ex­ 
ceptional instances, when a dairy re­ 
ceives its supply of milk from only 
one or two farms over which a thor­ 
ough supervision may be exercised, 
efforts to prevent the infection reach­ 
ing the milk may be attem pted.“

peace in return for a handsome trib- 
ute. His days were new drawing to a 
close. Collecting all his 
wives, o! 


whom he had fifteen at least, aad 
114,000 pilgrims, he set out for Mec- 
ca to worship at the holy shrise. This 
was the last public act of his life. 
Two-months after he was seized with 
fever and a violent headache, which 
he attributed to poison. After sixteen 
days of suffering he died in the arms 
01 his favorite wife, Ayesha. at the 
age of 63.—London Globe.

The government is going into the 


business of propagaiirj that hitherto 
useless member of the 
family of 


bivalves, the mussel. 
The mussel is 


not to be multiplied to produce an ad- 
dition to the food supply of the coun- 
try, 
but it is to be cultivated for Its 


shell. During the last year Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries Bowers says that 
$5,000.000 worth of fancy buttons have 
been made from mussel shells and 
the supply on account of this and on 
account of pearl hunters is getting 
scarce and propagation work is neces- 
sary. 


Experiments by the fish commission 


have shown that mussels can be propa- 
gated rapidly and the necessary hatch- 
ery and ponds can be constructed 
without great expense. Congress ap- 
propriated $25,000 for the purpose cf 
a hatchery and its erection will be 
begun soon after July 1, when the 
money will be available. 


It is Commissioner Bowers's inten- 


tion to have a main hatchery aad 
two branches, and the act requires 
them to -be located somewhere in the 
Mississippi River Valley. It is the 
present intention to erect the main 
hatchery and ponds -near Muscatine or 
Davenport, la., and a branch at La 
Crosse, Wis., and another at "Wlaona, 
Minn.

A s to -whether Mohammed was 
an 
Impostor, 
as 
many 
historians 
main- 
tain, or a man firmly convinced of his 
divine mission will be an 
^ e u ques- 
tion for many a long day to 
come. 
There i s certainly 
much in his 
life 
which 
tends to show 
that 
personal 
ambition more than religious zeal was 
his guiding star. 
But however 
that 
may be his llfQ was 
a 
particularly 
eventful one 
and 
full 
of 
interest. 
Born 
a t 
Mecca 
in 
570—or 
571—his 
father. Cassim, was one of the great 
m e n of the tribe of Korelsh. w h o for 
generations had the guardianship 
of 
the sacred temple. 
At the age of C, 
howevop, .Mohammed^s 
parents 
both 
died and the future prophet was tend- 
ed by different relatives, in particular 
a n uncle, a travellling merchant, who 
took the youth many Journey-s through 
Asia Minor. 
During one 
of 
these 
commercial 
expeditions the 
caravan 
w a s 
att-acked by marauders and Mo- 
hammed acquired a reputation 
which 
n e v e r left him, for •extreme courage^ 


A t the age of 25, in accordance with 
h i s uncle's instructions, he married a 
rich 
w i d o w — K a d l j a h — w h i c h 
placed 
him 
at once 
in 
a 
position of 
inde- 
pendence. 
About ten years later 
he 
appears to have Indulged In the first 
of his many ambitious 
dreams. 


He wa-s very wealthy, he stood high 
in the estimation of his 
countrymen. 
T h u s he was led to believe that he 
might 
rightly 
claim the 
sovereignty 
o f his native city. 
During his many 
journeys 
Mohammed had seen 
how 
bitterly 
hostile 
were 
the 
various 
Christian 
sects. 
The , idea 
therefore 
seenis to have 
struck 
him that one " 
o t the surest w a y s of gaining his am- 
bition was 
to start a new 
religion. 
B u t It Tvas only an idea, so far. 
It 
-was not until five years later that he 
c a m e out and boldly proclaimed him- 
'Self the Ai)0stle of Ood. a title which 
h e stated was conferred upon him .by 
the Angel Gabriel. Often during these 
five years he used to retire to a cave 
and 
spend 
his 
days 
in 
meditation, 
fasting and prayer. 
His wife was his 
first 
proselyte; 
later on other 
mem- 
bers 
of 
his 
family 
became 
converts 
t o his creed. 
Outside 
the clrcld of 
hig immediate relatives, however, his 
faith 
made 
but 
slow progress. 
But 
¡Mohammed w a s not the man to be de- 
terred In his course -by such trifles. 
In his forty-fourth 
year 
he 
publicly 
declared 
himself 
to 
the 
people 
of 
Mecca as a propliet sent 'by God to 
save 
them 
from 
his 
iniquities. 
A t 
first he was treated with derision and 
contempt. 
T h e y called him a liaT, a 
'Sorcerer, a teller of fables. 
Still he 
persevered in his design, and as 
his 
yparty i||creasei the alarm was raised, 
' A i s ambitious designs were discovered 
and plots were laid to taloe his life. 
This led to his 
flight 
from M e c c a to 
Medina, commonly known as the He- 
jira, from which 
date, July 
16. G22, 
the iMohammedan 
years are 
reckon- 
ed. 


Several 
of 
his 
converts 
followed 
him, persecution did the rest for his 
creed. 
Prom henceforth he 
assumed 
regal and priestly dignities, he preach- 
ed weekly in the great mosque, and 
^became 
the 
principal 
magistrate 
of 
,the city. 
Mohammed's authority 
and 
religious zeal gained for him the sub- 
Bervlence of all the 
most 
powerful 
/tribes 
in the 
land, so that 
he 
sent 
• messengers 
to the 
surroundhig 
sov- 
ereigns commanding 
them to 
accept 
the divine religion of which he 
was 
the apostle. 
Soon after his followers 
came into conflict, for the 
first 
time, 
with th,e troops of Emperor Heraclius. 
The 
result 
of 
the »battle 
was 
very 
doubtful, bolh'*ioi'ces suffering consid- 
erably. 
Wishing, 
howev-er, to 
avoid 
another engagement, for the time be- 
ing, at any rate, Mohammed 
marched 
his army, now swelled to 10,000 men, 
against Mecca, which 
he 
captured, 
preserving- the Jives of all those who 
embraced 
his 
religion. 
Hcnceforth 
tlfe order 
went 
f o r t h ' t h a t 
none 
but 
true believers 
were to be 
permitted 
.iiislde the city. 
From Mecca he scour- 
ed' the surrounding country, conquer- 
ing wherever he went, until the ter- 
ror of his arms resulted in the com-< 
iplete submission 
of 
all the 
Arabian 
tribes. 


'Mohammed 
commanded 
a force of 
; 
50,000 
fighting 
men and declared war 
against the Emperor Heraclius. 
Dis- 
covering, however, that the Imperial- 
ists had no designs upon Arabia 
he 
' 
no 
doubt 
considered 
that 
discretion 
was the better part of 
valor. 
Any- 
. 
how, he retired with his army to Me- 
' 
dina 
and 
Instead 
of 
fighting 
wrote 
new chapters of the Koran, 
Moham- 
med w a s now ruler of the whole of 
Arabia, though many of his 
subjects 
had still 
refused 
to forsake 
Christi- 
anity. 
These, 
however, 
he 
left 
in 
peace in return f o r a handsome 
trib- 
ute. 
His days were now drawing to a 
close. 
Collecting all his 
wives, 
of 
whom 
he 
had 
fifteen 
at 
least, 
and 
114,000 -pilgrims, he set out for Mec- 
ca to worship at the holy shrine. T h i s 
was the last 
public act of 
his 
life. 
T w o -months a f t e r he was seized with 
fever and 
a violent headache, 
which 
he attributed to poison. 
A f t e r sixteen 
- 
days of sufferihg he died -in the arms 
of his iavorile v/ife, Ayesha, at 
the 
age of C3.—London 
Globe.

the carcass was towed ashore to be 
skinned.—^Vancouver World.

This faculty is present from his very earliest appearance 
upon the s t a g s of life. 
During the first three days of his 
existence the healthy baby cries but little and sleeps al- 
most constantly; 
and we have now discovered that during this period 
he 
not only requires no food, but Is better off without it. He is still digesting 
and living upon the nourishment in his blood derived from the veins of his 
mother, and until that process is completed, food in his little stomach Is a 
foreign body. 
In fact, the impression that colic or colicklness in a 
baby 
is a natural 
characteristic 
is 
chiefly 
due 
to 
the 
senseless 
insistence 
of 
officious nurses and anxious mothers upon crowding things into the baby's 
stomach during his 
first 
three days. 
T h e r e is another clear indication on 
the part of Nature of this fact, if we had only been open mind'^d enough to 
see it, in that there is no natural supply of nourishment for the child until 
the close of these three days. 
T h e horrible things that are poked into the 
unfortunate baby's mouth in order to correct this stupid oversight on the 
part of Nature and kéep it from 
starving to death would 
almost 
stagger 
credulity. 


His faculty of knowing what he wants in the way of food is equally to 
be trusted. H e is largely a creature of circumstances here, and If what he 
really likes doesn't happen to be offered him, he óf course can indicate no 
preference for it. 
He vastly prefers Nature's own source of 
nourishment, 
and is a thousand times justified in his preference. 
Nature 
has 
taken a 
qvarter of a million years 
fitting 
a cow's milk to grow not a baby, but a 
calf, and a mother's milk to grow a baby, and we cannot expect 
to com- 
pletely reverse the process in one generation. 
Not only is the natural sup- 
ply a far better food, but it is infinitely freer from risks of 
contamination

Jiailroad Régulât

S it not time to ascertain what railroads are worth—to 
find 
out through state and national bodies just what they are 
worth? 
They claim to be so much of a public 
institution 
as to borrow a right of eminent domain from the 
stale. 
W e want a reasonable rate; ^Ye want to stop the issuance 
of 
watered 
stock 
and 
to 
stop 
fictitious 
capitalization. 
I 
used to be called a dangerous man, a man trying to destroy 
property 
rights. 
Now 
it is 
seen 
that 
the 
destroyers 
of 
property are the manipulators who rob stockholders. 
These 
are the men who by their wickedness have brought odium on honest wealth. 
In the interest of the widow and the orphan I demand that the stock of rail- 
roads be built on an honest basis. 
Some are always talking of the sacred- 
ness of property rights. 
Man comes first and property afterward. 
You can't 
protect property rights by destroying human rights. 
It is time for the small 
business man to come out from those with whom he has been associated and 
fight against predatory wealth. 


Raiiror-fl rates should be so reduced as to give a reasonable return on 
honest capitalization. 
I should define sucli a rate as one that would keep 
the stock at par on an'honest capitalization. 
That would allow local business 
conditions to determine how large the rate should be. 
T h e time has come 
when we shall recognize another honest purchaser, not 
the innocent 
pur- 
chaser of s t o c k — h e can find out if the stock is good. 
I mean the innocent 
purchaser of -land along a railroad, whose right to a reasonable rate on his 
product is as sacred as the right, of the stockholder to a reasonable dividend.

T h e government 
is going into

business of propagatii ft that hitherto 
useless 
member

bivalves, the m u s s e l 
The mussel is 
not to be multiplied to produce an ad- 
dition to the food supply of the coun- 
try, but it Is to be cultivated for Its 
shell. 
During the last year 
Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries Bowers says 
that 
$5,000,000 worth of fancy buttons have 
been 
made 
from 
mussel 
shells 
and 
the supply on account of this and on 
account of 
pearl 
hunters 
is 
getting 
scarce and propagation work is neces- 
sary. 


Experiments by the fish commission 
have shown that mussels can be propa- 
gated rapidly and the necessary hatch- 
ery 
and 
ponds 
can 
be 
constructed 
witiiout great expense. 
Congress ap- 
propriated 125.000 for the purpose of 
a hatchery and 
its erection-will 
be 
begun soon 
after July 
1, when 
the 
money will be available. 


It is Commissioner Bowers's inten- 
tion 
to have a 
main 
hatchery 
and 
two 
branches, 
and 
the 
act 
requires 
them to 'be located somewhere in the 
Mississippi River Valley. 
It 
is 
the 
present intention to erect

interesting report on the subject of 
freeholders -and real estate 
transac- 
tions in 
that 
country, 
in which 
ho 
says that 
there are 
8,000.000 
free- 
holders in France, and outlines a sys- 
tem 
whereby 
French 
w o r k i u g m e n 
o w n their little country homos. 
Mr» 
Skinner says in part: 


" T h e r e 
are 
upward 
of 
8,000,000 
separate freeholds in France, as com- 
pared 
with 
about 
300,000 In 
Groat 
Britain, a fact which in itself speaks 
volumes. 
A F r e n c h m a n 
will 
part 
with 
anything 
rather 
than 
land. 
When the United States Immigration 
Commission 
visited 
a 
certain 
spot 
near Marsoillcs recently it was found 
impossible to ascertain 
'the 
average 
price of land* in that locality, because 
no transactions ever took place, other 
than by inherilance. 
In cities It is 
difllcult for persons of modest means 
like workingmen. to own real estate, 
for 
obvious 
reasons. 
Nevortheloss, 
and 
especially 
In 
Marseilles» 
where 
there 
is an 
excellent 
two-cent 
faro 
street car service, outlying 
property 
is 
being 
taken 
up 
by 
families 
In 
moderate circumstances, 


"Thnro 
is 
also 
a 
local 
custom 
among poor men who feel that they 
must reside in the city of buying an 
outlying patclu of ground and 
erect- 
ing 
thereon 
a 
'cabanon* 
of 
two 
or 
more rooms, whore they spend 
Sun- 
days and holidays. 
There are settle- 
ments where 
hundreds of these 
toy 
houses are to be found, each with a 
bit of u garden, deserted 
throughout 
the week and scenes of great anima- 
tion on 
Sunday, 
the 
most 
intense 
rivalry existing to have the best gar- 
den or the most attractive 'cabanon,' 
the 
day 
terminating 
in 
a 
reunion, 
where 
poetical 
improvisations 
are 
listened 
to, songs sung and 
speches 
made. 


" T h e Government itself, which fos- 
ters thrift by every means, encourages 
w o r k i n g 
people 
to 
abandon 
the 
wretched, crowdcd habitations of the 
cities and to become householders, by 
loaning out the money of the savings 
banks {'classes d'epargne') not to the 
individual, but to societies 
patronized 
by the State. 
These societies effect 
the transactions with the 
individual. 
Thus, the 
Société 
des 
Habitations 
Salubres, 32 R u e Paradis, Marseilles, 
advances money for the construction 
of cottages at the rate of four 
and 
one-half per cent. 
A s savings banks 
pay depositors two and 
three-fourth 
per cent., the margin is close. 


" T h e s e 
dealings are regulated 
by 
the 
law 
of 
April 
12, 
J90G. 
Loans 
are limited to 9500 francs ($ 1S33,50} 
in the city and to TOOOfrancs ( $ 1 3 5 1 ) 
in the environs. 
A t present sevenfy- 
iive cottages have been constructed in 
Marseilles under this law, the 
occu- 
pants becoming owners, with a clear 
title, 
at 
the 
end 
of 
twenty 
years. 
Building plans have to be submitted 
to the architects of the society, and 
must conform to certain standard re- 
quirements as to light, ventilation and 
sanitary arrangements. " 
^ 


There are also at work on 
some- 
what parallelel lines several 
French 
building and loan associations, which 
differ from American associations in 
that they usually operate over more 
or less the whole of France, as do the 
great French banks. 
The attempt is 
made by the moving spirits in these 
associations, to 
expand 
their 
utility 
beyond mere public service as money- 
lending agencies. 


W h i l e depositors In these building 
ussociations 
are 
permitted 
to 
build 
according 
to their 
own 
plana, 
they 
are 
decidedly 
encouragea to adopt 
standard designs, of which there are 
many suited to all purses. 
It Js really 
surprising to discover what comforta- 
ble little houses 
can'^be erected 
in 
this country for a very small amount, 
sometimes $200 and $300. All houses 
are built of practically 
imperishable 
and 
fireproof 
materials, cheap frame 
constructions never being employed.

As to whether Motmtnmed was an 
impostor, as many historians main­ 
tain, or a man firmly convinced of his 
divine mission will be ail J}en ques­ 
tion for many a long day to come. 
There is certainly much in his life 
which tends to show that personal 
ambition more than religious zeal was 
his guiding star. 
But however that 
may be his life* was 
a 
particularly 
eventful one and full 
of 
interest. 
Born at Mecca in 570—or 571—his 
father, Cassim, was one of the great 
men of the tribe of Koreish, who for 
generations had the guardianship of 
the sacred temple. 
At the age of 6, 
however*, .Mohammed’s parents both 
died and the future prophet was tend­ 
ed by different relatives, in particular 
an uncle, a travellling merchant, who 
took the youth many journeys through 
Asia Minor. 
During one 
of 
these 
commercial expeditions the 
caravan 
was attacked by marauders and Mo­ 
hammed acquired a reputation which 
never left him, for »extreme courage* 


At the age of 25, in accordance with 
his uncle’s instructions, ho married a 
rich 
widow—Kadijah—which 
placed 
him at once in a position of inde­ 
pendence. 
About ten years later he 
appears to have indulged in the first 
of his many ambitious dreams. 


He t o very wealthy, he stood high 
in the estimation of his countrymen. 
Thus he was led to believe that he 
might rightly claim the sovereignty 
•of his native city. 
During his many 
journeys Mohammed had seen 
how 
bitterly hostile 
were 
the 
various 
Christian sects. 
The idea therefore 
seems to have struck him that one 
of the surest ways of gaining his am­ 
bition was to start a new religion. 
But it was only an idea, so far. 
It 
was not until five years later that he 
came out and boldly proclaimed him­ 
self the Apostle of God, a title which 
he stated was conferred upon him by 
the Angel Gabriel. Often during these 
five years he used to retire to a cave 
and spend his days in meditation, 
fasting and prayer. His wife was his 
¡first proselyte; later on other mem­ 
bers of his family became converts 
to his creed. 
Outside the circld of 
his immediate relatives, however, his. 
faith made but slow progress. 
But 
¡Mohammed was not the man to be de­ 
terred in his course «by such trifles. 
In his forty-fourth year he publicly 
declared himself to the people 
of 
¡Mecca as a prophet sent *by God to 
save them from his iniquities. 
At 
first he was treated with derision and 
contempt. They called him a liacr, a 
'Sorcerer, a teller of fables. 
Still he 
: persevered in his design, and as his 
xparty i^creasetl the alarm was raised, 
Vhis ambitious designs were discovered 
and plots were laid to take his life. 
This led to his flight from iMocca to 
Medina, commonly known as the He­ 
jira, from which date, July 16, G22, 
the iMohammedan years are reckon­ 
ed. 


Several of his converts followed 
him, persecution did the rest for his 
creed. 
From henceforth lie assumed 
regal and priestly dignities, he preach­ 
ed weekly in the great mosque, and 
' ^became the principal magistrate of 
,the city. 
Mohammed’s authority and 
religious zeal gained for him the sub- 
► servlence of all the 
most 
powerful 
/tribes in the land, so that he sent 
• messengers to the surrounding sov­ 
ereigns commanding them to accept 
the divine religion of which he was 
the apostle. 
Soon after his followers 
came into conflict, fcr the first time, 
with th,e troops of Emperor Iieraclius. 
The result of the «battle was very 
doubtful, botlTlorces suffering consid­ 
erably. 
Wishing, however, to avoid 
another engagement, for the time be­ 
ing, at any rate, Mohammed marched 
his army, now swelled to 10,000 men, 
against Mecca, which 
he 
captured, 
preserving- the Jives of all those who 
embraced his religion, 
Hcneeforth 
life order went forth‘that none but 
true believers wore to be permitted 
vWiside the city, From Mecca he scour­ 
ed' the surrounding country, conquer­ 
ing wherever he went, until the ter­ 
ror of his arms resulted in the com*« 
plete submission of all the Arabian 
tribes. 


'Mohammed commanded a force of 
*30,000 fighting men and declared war 
against the Emperor Iieraclius. 
Dis­ 
covering, however, that the Imperial­ 
ists had no designs upon Arabia he 
no doubt considered that discretion 
« 
was the better part of valor, 
Any­ 
how, he retired with his army to Me­ 
dina and instead of fighting wrote 
new chapters of the Koran. 
Moham­ 
med was now ruler of the whole of 
Arabia, though many of his subjects 
had still refused to forsake Christi­ 
anity. 
These, however, he left in 
peace in return for a handsome trib­ 
ute. His days were now drawing to a 
close. 
Collecting all his 
wives, 
of 
whom he had fifteen at least, and 
114,000 pilgrims, he set out for Mec­ 
ca to worship, at the holy shrine. This 
was the last public act of his life. 
Two -months -after he was seized with 
fever and a violent headache, which 
he attributed to poison. After sixteen 
days of sufferitig he died in the arms 
of his favorite wife, Ayesha, at the 
age of 03.—London Globe. 


LITTLE GUN MLLS A QRIJlZLY. 


Big Fellow Wat Taken, However, at 
a Disadvantage By the Hunter. 


To kill a big grizzly bear weighing 
nearly 800 pounds with a .32 calibre 
revolver is something that few men 
accomplish and very few would care 
to attempt. 
Yet that is the unusual, 
feat which Dr. A. 'McKay Jordan ac­ 
complished while visiting ‘some jnln- 
ing claims he is interested in near 
Jedway. 


Dr. Jordan, who has just returned 
from Queen Charlotte Island, Is hav* 
ing the skin of the bear dressed by a 
local taxidermist. The eight small bul­ 
let holes In the skin are in themselves 
proof of his unique experience. 
Of 
course it is very doubtful if the bear 
would ever have been bagged had ho 
not been caught in the water and 
practically at the mercy of Dr. Jor­ 
dan and his Triends. 


They were taking a load of supplies 
to a new camp in a small boat and 
while passing through a channel be­ 
tween two islands which was only a 
couple of yards wide came upon the 
boar swimming across the channel* 
They headed him off from the shore 
despite the animal’s angry snarls. Dr. 
Jordan was the only one of the party 
who had anything in the shape of a 
firearm and that was only a revolver 
with .32 short cartridges. He emptied 
one load of these at the half immersed 
bear, .but bullets had little effect ex­ 
cept to glance off the hard skull and 
make the animal redouble his efforts 
to get away from his pursuers and 
reach shore. 


Dr. Jordan .and his companions got 


closer to the -bear with their boat, 
and In the meanwhile the revolver 
was loaded up again. Two more shots 
were sent into the animal at short 
range, and finally one right over the 
temple, fired from a distance of les3 
than ten feet, did the trick. 
The 


bear doubled up as the bullet crashed 
into his brain. 
The bear was so 


heavy that the four men in the boat 
were unable to drag him on board and 
the carcass was towed ashore to be 
skinned.—Vancouver World. 


BUYING A WOMAN’S SMILE. 


Feed the Baby What ^ 


It Wants -

BABY knows when he wants to eat and is provided with an 
exceilent and most musical apparatus for conveying that 
fact to your apprehension. 
He knows what he wants, and 
will reject vigorously what doesn’t suit him* 
And you 
may be sure that he knows far better than most adults 
when he has had enough. 


This faculty is present from his very earliest appearance 
upon the stage of life. 
During the first three days of his 
existence the healthy baby cries but little and sleeps al­ 
most constantly; 
and we have now discovered that during this period he 
not only requires no food, but is better off without it. He is still digesting 
and living upon the nourishment in his blood derived from the veins of his 
mother, and until that process is completed, food in his little stomach is a 
foreign body. 
In fact, tho impression that colic or colickiness in a baby 
is a natural characteristic is chiefly due to the senseless insistence of 
officious nurses and anxious mothers upon crowding things into the baby’s 
stomach during his first three days. 
There is another clear indication on 
the part of Nature of this fact, if we had only been open minded enough to 
see it, in that there is no natural supply of nourishment for the child until 
the close of these three days. 
The horrible things that are poked into the 
unfortunate baby’s mouth in order to correct this stupid oversight on tho 
part of Nature and ke’ep it from starving to death would almost stagger 
credulity. 


His faculty of knowing what he wants in the way of food is equally to 
be trusted. He is largely a creature of circumstances here, and if what he 
really likes doesn’t happen to be offered him, he <5f course can indicate no 
preference for it. 
He vastly prefers Nature’s own source of nourishment, 
and is a thousand times justified in his preference. 
Nature has taken a 
quarter of a million years fitting a cow’s milk to grow not a baby, but a 
calf, and a mother’s milk to grow a baby, and we cannot expect to com­ 
pletely reverse the process in one generation. 
Not only is the natural sup­ 
ply a far better food, but it is infinitely freer from risks of contamination 
and the conveyance of disease.—Woman’s Homo Companion.

Railroad Regulation

S it not time to ascertain what railroads are worth—to find 
out through state and national bodies just what they are 
worth? They claim to be so much of a public institution 
as to borrow a right of eminent domain from the state. 
We want a reasonable rate; we want to stop the issuance 
of watered stock and to stop fictitious capitalization. I 
used to be called a dangerous man, a man trying to destroy 
property rights. 
Now it is seen that the destroyers of 
property are the manipulators who rob stockholders. 
These 
are the men who by their wickedness have brought odium on honest wealth. 
In the interest of tho widow and the orphan I demand that the stock of rail­ 
roads be built on an honest basis. 
Some are always talking of the sacred- 
ness of property rights. Man comes first and property afterward. You can’t 
protect property rights by destroying human rights. 
It is time for the small 
business man to come out from those with whom he has been associated and 
fight against predatory wealth. 


Railroc-d rates should be so reduced as to give a reasonable return on 
honest capitalization. 
I should define such a rate as one that would keep 
the stock at par on an'honest capitalization. That would allow local business 
conditions to determine how large the rate should be. The time has come 
when we shall recognize another honest purchaser, not the innocent pur­ 
chaser of stock—he can find out if the stock is good. 
I mean the innocent 
purchaser of 'land along a railroad, whose right to a reasonable rate on his 
product is as sacred as the right of the stockholder to a reasonable dividend.

Not to Add to the Food Supply, but 
for Its Shell to Make Into 
Fancy Buttons. 


The government is going into the 
business of propagatii & that hitherto 
useless 
member of the 
family of 
bivalves, the mussel 
The mussel is 
not to be multiplied to produce an ad­ 
dition to the food supply of the coun­ 
try, but it is to be cultivated for Its 
shell. 
During the last year Commis­ 
sioner of Fisheries Bowers says that 
$5,000,000 worth of fancy buttons have 
been made from mussel shells and 
the supply on account of this and on 
account of pearl hunters is getting 
scarce and propagation work is neces­ 
sary. 


Experiments by the fish commission 
have shown that mussels can be propa­ 
gated rapidly and the necessary hatch­ 
ery and ponds can be constructed 
without great expense. 
Congress ap­ 
propriated |25,000 for the purpose of 
a hatchery and its erection will be 
begun soon after July 1, when the 
money will be available. 


It is Commissioner Bowers’s inten­ 
tion to have a main hatchery and 
two branches, and the act requires 
them to *be located somewhere in the 
Mississippi River Valley. 
It is the 
present intention to erect the main 
hatchery and ponds jiear Muscatine or 
Davenport, la., and a branch at La. 
Crosse, Wis., and another at Winona, 
Minn. 
From theie three places the 
Mississippi and other rivers will be 
supplied with young mussel to grow 
for manufacturing into “pearl” and 
other fancy buttons.

own their little country homes.

“There arc upward of $,000,000 
separate freeholds in France, as com­ 
pared with about 300,000 in Groat 
Britain, a fact which in itself speaks 
volumes. 
A Frenchman 
will 
part 
with 
anything 
rather 
than 
land. 
When the United States Immigration 
Commission visited a certain spot 
near Marseilles recently it was found 
impossible to ascertain ‘the average 
price of land* in that locality, because 
no transactions ever took place, other 
than by inheritance. 
In cities it is 
difficult for persons of modest means 
like workingmen, to own real estate, 
for obvious reasons. 
Nevertheless, 
and especially in Marseilles, where 
there is an excellent two-reut faro 
street car service, outlying property 
is being taken up by families in 
moderate circumstances. 


“There is also a local 
custom 
among poor men who feet that they 
must reside in the city of buying an 
outlying patclu of ground and erect­ 
ing thereon a ‘cabanon* of two or 
more rooms, where they spend Sun­ 
days and holidays. 
There are settle­ 
ments where hundreds of these toy 
houses are to be found, each with a 
bit of u garden, deserted throughout 
the week and scenes of great anima­ 
tion on Sunday, the most intenso 
rivalry existing to have the best gar­ 
den or the most attractive ‘cabanon,* 
the day terminating in a reunion, 
where 
poetical 
improvisations 
are 
listened to, songs sung and speches 
made. 


“The Government itself, which fos­ 
ters thrift by every means, encourages 
working 
people 
to 
abandon 
the 
wretched, crowded habitations of tho 
cities and to become householders, by 
loaning out the money of the savings 
banks (‘ciasses d’epargne’) not to the 
individual, but to societies patronized 
by the State. 
These societies effect 
the transactions with the individual. 
Thus, the 
Société 
des Habitations 
Salubres, 3 2 Rue Paradis, Marseilles, 
advances money for the construction 
of cottages at the rate of four and 
one-half per cent. 
As savings banks 
pay depositors two and tliree-fourth 
per cent., the margin is close. 


“These dealings are regulated by 
the law of April 12, 190G. 
Loans 
are limited to 9500 francs ($1S33.50) 
in the city and to 7000francs ( $1351) 
in the environs. 
At present seventy- 
five cottages have been constructed in 
Marseilles under this law, the occu­ 
pants becoming owners, with a clear 
title, at the end of twenty years. 
Building plans have to be submitted 
to the architects of the society, and 
must conform to certain standard re­ 
quirements as to light, ventilation and 
sanitary arrangements. *’ 
' 


There are also at work on some­ 
what parallelel lines several French 
building and loan associations, which 
differ from American associations in 
that they usually operate over more 
or less the whole of France, as do the 
great French banks. 
The attempt is 
made by the moving spirits in these 
associations-to expand their utility 
beyond mere public service as money- 
lending agencies. 


While depositors in these building 
associations are permitted to build 
according to their own plans, they 
are 
decidedly 
encouragea to adopt 
standard designs, of which there are 
many suited to ali purses. It is really 
surprising to discover what comforta­ 
ble little houses canJ be erected in 
this country for a very small amount, 
sometimes $200 and ?300. All houses 
are built of practically imperishable 
and fireproof materials, cheap frame 
constructions never being employed.
